In one envelope addressed to I I . New Bedford, 

4, Mass, was a 4 page newspaper size circular called the "Key 
to Freedom" published by the Christian Educational Association, 
Union, N.J. and in the other envelope were copies of "Common 
Sense" alleged to be the Nation's anti-communist newspaper, 
published in Union, New Jersey. In this envelope there was one 
copy of the August 1, 1958 Issue and two copies of the Sept. 1, 
1958 Issue. It Is noted that both envelopes came from P.0. 

Box 807 , Union, New Jersey. 


It is also noted that the list of publications received by the 
Central Research Desk at the Bureau dated May 28, 1958 mentions 
on Page 5 the "Common Sense" published at 530 Chestnut Street, 
Union, N.J. 


These publications are being forwarded to your office because 
they were apparently published at Union, N.J. and because it 
is not known whether your office or the Bureau Is aware of the 
publication called "The Key to Freedom."

The Atlanta Office of the FBI on October 23, 1958, br: 

received an undressed letter In an envelope which letter was 
captioned "Atlanta Scandal" . The contents of t his paper 

purportedly were written by I ~1 and states as 

follows: 


"A very disturbing report has come to my desk. Five 
young patriots in the State of Georgia decided that they had 
their stomachs full of Jew-created, Jew-slanted news stories 
concerning what is going on in the world. Two of the worst 
newspapers In the United States are in the City of Atlanta. 

They do not reflect the Southern tradition. It is believed 
by many keen observers that both of these journals are manipulated 
by people who do not have the best interests of the South at 
heart. 


"These five young men, representing a body of 
patriots, decided to picket these newspapers with signs pro¬ 
testing Jewish influence. They were picked up, railroaded, 
and sentenced to 30 days in jail. I have the names and 
addresses of the young men, but I am not going to give them 
to the public because I do not want them to be the victims of 
increased persecution. It is my understanding that they were 
released under bond and are appealing their cases. We propose 
to go into the matter thoroughly and if the situation Is what 
it seems to be, we shall advise our friends to come to their 
aid, comfort and encouragement of these young men who have only 
been denied their civil liberties, but have become the victims 
of Jew-controlled tyranny.

"Atlanta is a bad city. It has many bad people in 
it. The politicians in that city are inclined to be the pupets 
of the secret Jewish machine.

The report 
indicates the publication has a fluctuating circulation of between 30,000 
and 100,000 copies. 

In the HCUA report, "Common Sense" is described, as a "hate group" 
vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to 
come to the attention'of the Committee." According to the report, 

"Common Sense" depicts Communism as "Judaism" and devotes its pages almost 
exclusively to attacks on the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi Regime in Germany 
is also injected into this propaganda.

PREDICATION 


This investigation is predicated upon the following 
anonymous fetter postmarked October 24 s 1958, at Little Rock, 
Arkansas, addressed to J. EDGAR HOOVER, Director, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, ‘Washington, D.C. 

"Dear Sir: 

"The hate complex which prevails throughout the U.S. 
today causing bomb scares in our schools, churches and 
synagogues; and which actually caused the bombing of 
synagogues in Atlanta and Peoria and Clinton High 
School in Tennessee; and attempted bombings of other 
churches and schools is deplorable. 

"I am not in a position to reveal my true identity, 
however, I believe the following information very 
helpful in connection with the synagogue bombing in 
Atlanta: 

"The 'Order of the White Camelia’ is a lot of bunk. 

There is no such organization in power having to do 
with the bombings. However, the five suspects in 
police custody in the Atlanta case are the go between 
and finger men between the north and south anti- 
semetic situation 

"Plans were, if successful in Atlanta, to proceed 
and cause synagogues to be bombed in Tuscaloosa, 

Memphis, Birmingham, Chattanooga, Dallas, Houston and 
finally Little Rock. Bombings to take place at six 
to eight month intervals. 

"The key financial man in the east is Henry Mangel? 
of Irvington, N.J., a leader in the now defunct J 
German-American Bund. 

"If successful in each of the aforementioned cases 
synagogue bombings were to take place in the 
metropolitan N.Y. area. The next bombing after 
Atlanta was to take place in a Jewish synagogue on 
Clinton Street or Avenue in Newark. 

"I have authoritative information that Manger 
helped finance the Atlanta bombing and is a definite 
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’•link between north and south sects of this small 
but deadly movement. Dynamite sticks are stowed 
in the South Orange, N.J,. reservation. Dynamite 
was furnished by the eastern or northern sect for 
the Atlanta bombing. 

"I don’t know Manger personally bux he is considered 
dangerous in many respects besides being a jew hater. 
He is also responsible for several beatings in his 
immediate area. 

"The letter is not written at the hands of a crank 
or demented person. 


"You will hear from me again." 

FBI Laboratory examination of the anonymous communi¬ 
cation in this matter reflects that the typewriting appearing 
thereon resembles the standard for Royal elite style of - type 
spaced twelve letters per inch. This typewriting was compared 
with the appropriate sections of the Anonymous Letter- file 
without effecting an identification. 

The watermark "Esleeck Clearcopy Onion Skin, Made in 
USA" was found on the anonymous communication. This watermark 
is used by the Esleeck Manufacturing Company, Canal, Turners 
Falls 2, Massachusetts. No watermark was found on the envelope 
in which the anonymous letter was mailed.
